After faculty members openly criticized 
administration at a Nov. 9 Faculty Senate 
meeting for not informing the campus com- 
munity of its $6.5 million deficit sooner, 
President Alexander Gonzalez deferred pro-

“(The proposed budget cuts) caught every- 
body off guard in the sense of not knowing 
how to react to it,” Gonzalez said Monday. 
“The one response that’s going to be the most 
obvious was to cut courses, and I didn’t want 
to see them do that.”

Students at California State University col- 
leges will not have an increase in college fees, 
according to the CSU 2007-08 budget, which 
was approved Nov. 15 by the Board of 
Trustees. 

To. avoid any increase in student fees, the 
$4.5 billion budget is proposing $65.2 million 
from the state General Fund, according to the 
CSU website. If the budget is approved with- 
out any modifications by the state, the CSU 
system will continue to have the lowest under- 
graduate fees among California’s 15 higher- 
education public institutions. 

An average full-time student at Sac State 
would continue to pay about $3,300 a year, 
according to the Sacramento State Outreach, 
Admissions and Records website. In compar-

Contract of fourth-year football 
coach will not be renewed, 
Athletic Director Terry Wanless says

Football coach Steve Mooshagian will not be return- 
ing for his fifth season, following the athletic depart- 
ment’s decision not to renew his contract which had 
made him the highest paid Sacramento State coach at 
$107,100 per year. 

The announcement was made to the football team 


Banks and Savanna Samson.

Personalized programs pinpoint 
problems, help students reach goals

ouch or gym? Car or bike ride? Elevator or 
( steps? The latter choices that enhance fitness are 
activities that are often low on the list of priori- 
ties for college students with hectic, fast-paced lives. 

Researchers at Rutgers State University recently 
reported, “Students entering their first year of college 
are faced with many stresses and changes, including 
changes in eating and exercise behavior.” The study, 
which was published in the July/August issue of the 
“Journal of American College Health,” found that body 
weight and fat mass often increase in men and women 
in their first year of college. 

Jason Blessinger, an exercise physiologist and per- 
sonal trainer with Sac State’s Eating and Healthy 
Weight Program, explained that decreases in physical 
activity are partly responsible for this trend. 

“A lot of people say, ‘I don’t have time’ or ‘I’m too 
busy’ or ‘I have so much to do,” Blessinger said. He 
has individuals with these concerns track their activities 
throughout the day and bring the summaries back to 
him for review. 

“They realize that they really don’t do that much at 
all,” he said, adding that he then circles areas in which 
he wants physical activity to be inserted. 

“I work with students to pinpoint spots throughout 
the day where maybe something like watching televi- 
sion can be taken out and walking can be added,” 
Blessinger said. Still, he said, most people have an 
excuse. 

“People come in and say they were so active in high 
school, and now they’re in college and they think they’re 
so busy.” Blessinger said this is because, compared to 
having structured school and sports activities in high 
school, college students have to schedule in their own 
physical activity, which is difficult. 

The danger, he added, is that months of inactivity 
add quickly and will catch up with students. 

Robert Quintana, a kinesiology professor and direc- 
tor of the LE. Faria Exercise Physiology Research ° 
Laboratory at Sac State, agreed that students need to be 
proactive about their fitness levels. 

“Tt’s really important to be physically active and 
healthy right now because your lifestyle habits that you 
set up as a younger person are usually very consistent 
as you get older,” Quintana said. “Most people gain one 
to two pounds of body fat per year, so if you’re not 
exercising as you get older, you'll gain weight.” 

In addition to his teaching duties, Quintana runs 
SHAPE, the Site for Human Applied Physiology and 
Exercise, an exercise performance testing center on 
campus. This program provides state-of-the-art fitness 
testing by exercise physiology students at prices far

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Flu shots available 


through Health Center

The cold and flu season has come 
and the Health Center is taking part in 
the national Cover Your Cough cam- 
paign to raise awareness about cold 
and flu prevention. 

Laurie Bisset Grady, health educa- 
tion director for the Health Center said 
the Health Center is now open for flu 
shots. 

Free flu shots are available in the 
Health Center between the hours 8 
a.m. - noon and 2 - 4:30 p.m. Monday 
through Thursday; on Fridays, 9:30 
a.m. - 4:30 p.m. 

The Health Center is spreading 
news about the campaign by posting 
fliers around campus, Grady said. 

“Our ‘Cover Your Cough’ cam- 
paign is being done as a preventative 
action towards reducing cold and flu,” 
Grady said. 

According to the Center for 
Disease Control, five to 20 percent of 
the population gets the flu every year. 
About 200,000 people are hospitalized 
and about 36,000 people die from the 
flu each year. 

Dr. Diane Sipkin, head ,of the 
Infection Control Committee, which 
works in conjunction with the Health 
Center, said that the campaign this year 
is important because of the recent 


’ nationwide concern for the bird flu. 


Also, there is no shortage of flu 
vaccines compared to last year, Dr. 
Sipkin said. 

Dr. Sipkin said the Health Center is 
prepared for the cold and flu season, 
and the staff makes special arrange- 
ments to help people out. 

“During this time of the year when 
we get closer to the peak of flue sea- 
son, which is normally is during the 
winter time, if a doctor calls in sick, or 
we are short staffed, we bring in prac- 
titioners from the area to help out, 
where during the summer time we 
would normally not do that.” 

Dr. Sipkin said people who do get 
sick need to try and check themselves 
to see if it is necessary for them to go 
to the doctor. 

“When you have a cold there is 
nothing that can be prescribed for it, 
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you could just stick to over the counter 
medications, but when you get the flu 
there is medication that can be pre- 
scribed,” she said. “ When you have 
the flu you would have high fever, 
chills, aching of the joints.” 

Dr. Sipkin said a lot of people come 
in when they only have a cold, and that 
can slow the Health Center down. 

There are some things people can 
do to try and keep themselves from 
getting sick, Dr. Sipkin said. 

“Good hygiene is the biggest thing, 
and an important aspect of that is to 
wash your hands especially-after you 
cough, so it is actually better that you 
cough into your sleeve than into your 
hands, because if you don’t wash your 
hands and then’shake someone else’s 
hand then you just gave them the 
germ.” 

Dr. Sipkin also said people can do 
something called “social distancing,” 
where people who are sick stay home 


to keep from spreading the illness in 
public places. 

Dr. Glennah Trocket, health officer 
for the County of Sacramento, said that 
people should go get the flu shot, and 
that it is more important for certain 
groups of people than other people. 

“We know that very young children 
and the elderly are more likely to die of 
the complications influenza than oth- 
ers.” 

Dr. Sipkin did say that just because 
you are not in those groups that does 
not mean you should not get the flu 
shot, and people can come in at any 
time to the health center to get a flu 
shot to make yourself prepared for the 
coming flu season, and that it does not 
cost anything to come and get the flu 
shot.

Gonzalez decided to delay the cuts upon 
a request from interim Provost Joseph 
Sheley, who said the request was made due 
to a lack of information about the budgetary 
situation available to the public. 

“Tt had become increasingly clear that the 
amount of information available to faculty 
was insufficient for them,” Sheley said on 
Nov. 22. He added: that it’s important for 
everyone to understand the situation “so that 
conversations addressing it become fruitful.” 

Faculty Senate Chair Michael Fitzgerald 
said the Senate also asked Gonzalez to post- 
pone the budget cuts so faculty could deter- 
mine whether an actual deficit exists and 
whether the cuts really need to be made. 

“(Faculty) feel a need to study the budg- 
et situation,” Fitzgerald said in a telephone 
interview on Novy. 22. 


Fitzgerald said that he and the Senate 
appreciate the president’s quick reaction to 


. their request to postpone the cuts, adding 


that the impact of the proposed budget cuts 
would’ve been “devastating on academic 
programs.” 

In order to provide more information 
about the campus’ budget, Gonzalez is 
establishing more formal committees that 
will focus on informing the public about 
how the budget operates. 

Gonzalez is now in the process of form- 
ing a task force - composed of representa- 
tives from administration, faculty, staff and 
the student body — to study the university’s 
deficit and provide ideas on how to solve the 
budget gap. 

Sheley added that the task force is a 
short-term committee will look at the source 
of the deficit in order to come up with strate- 
gies to respond to it. . 


“Tt has a very clear shorter life span, deal- 
ing with something concrete,” Sheley said. 

Gonzalez said he has identified who he’d 
like to serve on the task force and that there 
will be student representation. The campus 
president said he’s assembling the task force 
at a quick rate so that the committee can 
meet a few times before the semester ends. 

Sheley said the reason why the task force 
is being assembled quickly is because the 
deferment of the proposed budget cuts is 
dependent on the outcome of discussions 
with the task force. 

In the long run, Gonzalez hopes to create 
a University Budget Advisory Committee — 
a group that Sheley said will look at budget- 
related issues and make recommendations 
to the president on a yearly basis. 

Gonzalez said that in the future, requests 
from each department will be reviewed by 
this committee and the provost’s Strategic 


Planning Council. 

“What I’m trying to do is link the budg- 
et process and how we develop the budget to 
how we operate and how we plan strategi- 
cally for the future,” Gonzalez said about 
forming these committees. 

The proposed budget cuts were first pre- 
sented at a Town Hall meeting on Oct. 18. 
Gonzalez said the administration made the 
decision to permanently cut 2 percent from 
the university’s $197 million general fund 
each year for the next three years. 

Gonzalez said the deficit resulted from 
the university’s shortfall in its enrollment tar- 
gets for the past three years and that in those 
years the departments dipped into their dis- 
cretionary funds to fill in the budget gap. 

Gonzalez said the university’s operating 
budget is funded in two ways: from money 
allocated by the chancellor’s office and from 
student fees. ‘ ;

Each CSU is given money from the 
chancellor’s office -based on whether it 
reaches its enrollment target of the year. 
Enrollment targets are based on what is 
defined as full-time equivalent students, 
which means for every 15 enrolled units the 
university receives anywhere from $70,000- 
$80,000 a year, Gonzalez said. 

Student fees, which total about $3,000 a 
year at Sac State, is the second source of rev- 
enue for the university’s operating budget. 

Sheley said Sac State will use funds from 
its University Reserve to tend to the budget 
gap for the 2006-07 budget. The University 
Reserve — which is funded by various 
sources and is saved for emergencies — 
totals around $8 million.

below industry standards, including 
underwater weighing to determine 
body fat percentage. 

“Students should be involved in 
regular physical activity,” Quintana 
said. “Your body function, both 
exercise and academic perform- 
ance, is tied to its overall health. 
Even though you might not be clin- 
ically unhealthy, unhealthy lifestyle 
habits can definitely affect 'you. It 
goes back to that old principle of a 
sound mind, sound body.” 

Research is examining the link 

_between exercise and physical and 
mental impacts on the brain. A 
study presented by Oregon Health 
& Science University researchers 
Nov. 8 at the Society of 
Neuroscience annual meeting in 
New Orleans showed that monkeys 
who exercised regularly had a high- 
er brain capillary volume (better 
blood vessel development) were 
more mentally engaged than mon- 
keys that were sedentary. Changes 
were most significant in older ani- 
mals that started the study at lower 
fitness levels. 

Dan Potter is a student who is 
trying to get ahead of the game. 
The senior computer science major 
has met with Blessinger twice to 
have his fitness levels tested and 
receive nutritional counseling. 

“My reason for coming is 
because it’s a good opportunity to 
become more educated about my 
health,” Potter said. “Since I'll be 
graduating soon, I thought I’d jump 
on this opportunity to get a good 
exercise plan and information 
about nutrition.” 

Potter said that while he was 
more active in high school and held 
jobs that included heavy lifting, his 
more recent computer program- 
ming positions have meant less 
physical activity. Now, as he 
attempts to add more exercise into 
his daily schedule, Potter said that 
time limitations and a general dis- 
like of exercise fueled his sessions 
with Blessinger. 

To help students like Potter, 
Blessinger schedules free, one-on- 
one sessions where students can 
receive personalized advice. 
Blessinger is also in the Solano Hall 
weight room every Wednesday 
evening from 6 to 7 p.m. to answer 
questions and address fitness-related 
concerns. Common concerns 
include weight management, 
strength training, fitness levels, dis- 
ease prevention and increased sport 
performance. But the most requested 


services are the body fat analysis and 
fitness assessment, Blessinger said. 

Students fill out an initial 
assessment upon visiting the center 
to give staff an idea of their current 
diet regimens, regular physical 
activities, fitness levels and any 
medical concerns. The assessment 
is also used to determine each stu- 
dent’s health-related goals, 

From there, Blessinger can test 
an individual’s aerobic capacity 
and oxygen intake on a stationary 
bike and body composition with a 
pinch test. Both assessments only 
take a combined time of 30 min- 
utes, Blessinger said, adding that 
they are beneficial because they 
can enlighten students as to how fit 
(or unfit) they really are. 

“The tests give you a baseline 
as to what your physical fitness 
levels are,” Blessinger said. “They 
will give you numbers you can 
look at so you know where you 
stand.” 

He said general guidelines 
require some sort of physical activ- 
ity at least three times a week for a 
minimum of 30 minutes. But he 
said that the most important thing 
is for people to get outside and start 
doing something. 

“Individuals who are sedimen- 
tary and who haven’t done any- 
thing in a while just need to get in 
any type of physical activity to 
begin with,” Blessinger said. He 
added that the best way to start is 
to get up and go out for a walk. 

“Walking one day is better than 
none,” Blessinger said. “After 
adding that into the day, I tell peo- 
ple to start increasing days and 
times. I'll give them target heart 
rates and intensity levels to work 
towards.” 

Intensity can be varied by doing 
activities as simple as walking uphill 
or going for a jog-walk, where you 
switch between running and walk- 
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ing every two minutes. The key, 
Blessinger said, is starting small and 
increasing the amount and level of 
activity. Once a cardiovascular rou- 
tine has been established, weight 
training can be added in. 

Not having a gym membership 
is also no excuse, according to 
Blessinger. 

“Tf students don’t have access to 
a gym, go outside and go for a run, 
ride a bike, go on a walk or go up 
and down stairs,” he said. “Doing 
things on steps are great for the 
legs and you can do a lot of upper 
body exercises on chairs without 
any weights.” Students can make 
appointments with Blessinger to 
get a home circuit prescription, 
which is individualized depending 
on what area of the body is being 
targeted. 

If students find it hard to get off 
the couch, Blessinger suggests 
becoming involved in a peer-sup- 
ported activity to stimulate motiva- 
tion. Recreational sports leagues or 
campus fitness classes are some 
options, he said. 

Blessinger’s overall goal is to 
get students concerned about their 
lifestyles and to promote healthy 
habits that last a lifetime. 

“Everybody knows that it’s 
good to exercise, but they don’t 
really understand that it’s a preven- 
tion of disease,” he said. “If you 
can just start doing some activity 
three times a week for 30 minutes, 
it’s more likely that you won’t have 
health problems later on.”

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Union website criticizes CSU actions

Geared toward investigating the actions 
of California State University (CSU) admin- 
istrators, the California Faculty Association 
recently launched a new website called 
“CSI:CSU,” a take-off of the CBA hit series 
“CSI,” according to a CFA press release. 

According to the faculty union’s press 
release, the website accuses the CSU admin- 
istration of abusing taxpayer dollars, cor- 
rupting the higher education system and 
making politically driven decisions rather 
- than decisions that were best for CSU stu- 
dents and faculty members. 

“We're hoping that the website will be 
used as a public platform where people can 
submit information about what they see as 
administrative problems,” said Alice 
Sunshine, the union’s communications 
director. 

It has been reported that the Board of 
Trustees has made budget decisions based 
on other factors rather than on what is best 
for the CSU system and that administrators 
have misused tax dollars, Sunshine said. 

A statement with which, Media 
Relations Specialist for the CSU chancel- 
lor’s office Paul Browning and Sac State 
Associate Vice President of Public Affairs 
Frank Whitlatch disagree. 

“The CSU administration has not been 
caught abusing taxpayer dollars,” 
Whitlatch. “(The CSI website) seems more 
like politics than anything else. Something 
like this from a faculty union gives a whole

new meaning to the term ‘Spin Doctor’. 

“From what I have seen and heard there 
hasn’t been a misuse of taxpayer dollars’, 
Browning added. 

While CSU administrators and faculty 
members disagree over the specifics of this 
claim, according to several stories in the San 
Francisco Chronicle, the CSU has spent mil- 
lions of taxpayer dollars on perks such as 
“tenure, paid transitional leaves and lucra- 
tive consulting assignments to an inner cir- 
cle of CSU executives.” 

“Tt seems as though every. week the news 
media uncovers another secret of the admin- 
istration’s that exposes their poor manageri- 
al decisions and their inability to put the 
interests of the CSU system ahead of their 
own,” CFA President John Travis said. 

Together with Travis, the faculty union 
filed a lawsuit to stop the CSU from “wast- 
ing taxpayer dollars on lavish perks for 
executives”. 

According to the CFA website, the law- 
suit, which was filed on Nov. 16, targets 
executives who are what the union oes 
call, “double dipping.” 

“Double dipping’ is a term we use to 
explain the Faculty Early Retirement 
Program,” said Brain Ferguson, the union’s 
communications specialist. “The program 
was instituted by the CSU as a way to give 
out golden parachute funds, which basically 
means that some (administrators and execu- 
tives) who have retired are still receiving 
money from the CSU system.” 

The problem with this is that a lot of peo- 
ple who retire from the system early go on 


to get other jobs, which means that they are 
getting paid for two jobs when they are only 
doing one, Ferguson said. An example of 
this is former Sacramento State President 
Donald Gerth who is receiving money for 
writing a “table book” for the chancellor’s 
office, he added. 

Browning said this is not only untrue but 
is misleading as well. 

“All executives who work for the CSU 
system and the chancellor’s office hold real- 
ly specific jobs geared towards their expert- 
ise and the work they did while working for 
the CSU system,” Browning said. “It would 
be hard for others to do the work that they 
are currently doing.” 

According to. a press release, students 
and faculty members are especially out- 
raged that CSU administrators chose to hire 
Barry Munitz, the former CEO of the J. Paul 
Getty Trust, in secret . 

The fact that Munitz, who was hired 
after being forced to resign because of a 
misuse of non-profit funds, is being paid 
over $163,000, shows that the administra- 
tion is not acting appropriately, said 
Sunshine. 

“Tt is issues like these that have encour- 
aged CFA to include a public witness blog 
where students, faculty members and others 


.can post their thoughts about administrative 


betrayal and missteps as well as offer anony- 
mous tips,” said Sunshine. 

The investigative. team, which is made 
up of CSU faculty, staff and students, will 
look into all complaints, tips and leads as a 


way to start holding the CSU administration 
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accountable for its actions, according to a 
press release. 

According to the CSI website, a tip came 
in that claimed that Sacramento State 
President Alexander Gonzalez spent 
$265,000 during the renovation of his office. 

Whitlatch confirmed yhis claim but is 
unsure why the CFA sees renovation and 
building as a problem. 

“The campus renovates classrooms, 
offices and other facilities all the time,” said 
Whitlatch. “It isn’t abuse just because some 
people didn’t think that the president’s office 
suite and conference room needed to be 
remodeled, That’s simply a disagreement.” 

“Stuff like this is going on everywhere,” 
Ferguson said. “The main point that 
(Whitlatch) is missing is that $265,000 is 
equal to the amount of money it takes a CSU 
campus to offer 26 classes. What is more 
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important education or a painting in an 
office?“ 

It just shows misplaced priorities on the 
part of Presidents Gonzales, Ferguson said. 
The renovations are still going to be looked 
into by the CSI investigative team, he 
added. 

According to a press release, the CSI 
website is prefect for tips just like this one 
because it allows insiders the ability to come 
forward with information in either a public 
or anonymous manner. 

“What we are trying to do (with 
CSLCSU) is take a difficult thing and make 
it plausible by letting the public know that 
(what the administration) is doing is a 
crime,” Ferguson said.

Expired contracts open strike possibilities

With California State University (CSU) 
faculty contracts expiring Thursday, some 
fear that a system wide strike may follow. 

CSU faculty members go through times 
of uncertainty like this periodically, said 
immediate past president of the Sacramento 
State chapter of the California Faculty 
Association Jim Chopyak. After contracts 
expired last year, the faculty and the admin- 
istration were able to come to a rollover 
agreement, he said. 

“Extensions or rollovers like this are 
usually done to give faculty members pro- 
tection while negotiations take place,” 
Chopyak. said. “The California Faculty 
Association (CFA) entered into (last year’s) 
extension in hopes that an agreement that 
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would satisfy both sides, would be made 
quickly. Unfortunately (for us) the CSU has 
a reputation for dragging it’s feet,’ Chopyak 
said. 

In response, CSU Media Relations 
Specialist Paul Browning said the CSU has 
made every effort to present what it feels is 
a fair and substantial offer in the shortest 
amount of time possible. It has not dragged 
its feet but has instead taken the necessary 
steps in the amount of time allotted to it, he 
said. 

“(The CSU) has come up with an excel- 
lent compensation offer that would improve 
and increase faculty compensation by close 
to 25 percent over the next four years,” 
Browning said. “If the CFA decides to 
accept this offer, the average CSU full-time 
professor would have a six digit salary by 
year three. This added to the fact that the 


faculty has great health and dental benefits, 
which are 100 percent covered by the CSU, 
makes it a great offer.” 

While Browning is unsure of how nego- 
tiations will go he said that he is hopeful that 
an agreement will be made. 

Even though Contracts are due to expire 
this week there are still two scheduled nego- 
tiation dates on Dec. 1 and Dec. 4, where an 
agreement can be made, Browning said. 

“Beyond that, a finalized report is not 
expected to be filed until April,” Browning 
said. “ What we are looking for right now is 
proper mediation for both sides.” 

While Browning understands how this 
situation could be stressful for CSU faculty 
members he does not see how a strike would 
help. 

“T don’t know if (the CSU faculty) mem- 
bers will strike but I hope that they won't,” 
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Browning said. “We are still in the process 
of negotiating and I don’t see how it would 
help anything.” 

Chopyak, on the other hand, hopes that 
the faculty would be willing to take a strong 
stand, if it is deemed necessary, and strike. 

“(Striking) is the last thing anybody 
wants to do,” Chopyak said. “But there is a 
possibility that it might be the best thing we 
can do. Sometimes you have to deal with 
short-term hardships to get long-term bene- 
fits.” 

Chopyak said, if the entire faculty 
decides to strike that it will most likely be in 
the form of rolling strikes where one univer- 
sity like Sacramento or Fresno would strike 
first then Humboldt and so on. Strikes 
would not mean shutting the entire system 
down, he said. 

While striking may be a possible solu- 
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tion for Chopyak, CFA Communications 
Specialist Brian Ferguson said that the pos- 
sibility of a strike is a long way off. 

“We are still in the process of negotiating 
and will continue to be until January,” 
Ferguson said. “There is still a chance that 
all this will be settled then.” 

Even though the CFA doesn’t see strik- 
ing as an immediate option the CFA 
Assembly did authorize the faculty’s ability 
to strike, at a Sacramento meeting in 
October, Ferguson said. 

Chopyak said, the deciding factor in 
whether the faculty will strike will be CSU 
response and student interest.

INCREASE FACULTY PAY 
TO PREVENT STRIKES 


The upcoming expiration of the contract between the 
California State University system and the California 
Faculty Association is opening the possibility of a strike if 
the results do not satisfy faculty members. 

The former president of Sacramento State's Chapter of 
the California Faculty Association Jim Chopyak said 
while a strike is the last thing that the faculty wants to do, 

“there is a possibility. that it might be the best thing (they) 
can do.” 

If a strike does occur, Chopyak said, it will not be all at 
once, but rather as rolling strikes. 

But in reality, a strike, whether massive or rolling, 
would have a slippery-slope effect on the university. 

The big question is: While the California Faculty 
Association is arguing’ with the CSU system about 
salaries, where does it leave students? If many teachers are 
striking for a fatter salary, where will the freshman go for 
his or her English class? 

If strikes cause faculty members to cancel classes or 
even leave the university for a whole semester, more stu- 
dents would have to leave universities for a community 
college, just to get their lower division courses. 

This would lead to less enrollment money for colleges, 
departments would have to give’up money, which would 
lead to teachers not having the resources to properly teach 
students. 

This could mean fewer test dummies for future nurses 
to test CPR procedures on, fewer gallery exhibits for art 
majors to visit and fewer new computers for engineers to 
work on. 

The CSU Board of Trustees need to wake up and smell 
the problem: Faculty need better pay and the issue needs 
to be looked at immediately so that students aren’t affect- 
ed by strikes. 

The university system is supposed to be about educat- 
ing students and expanding their minds, and faculty is the 
source of all this, so the chancellor’s office should be con- 
cerned. 

Faculty members, like Sacramento State’s Chapter 
President for the California Faculty Association Cecil 
Canton, have said that the faculty’s work environment 
directly affects students’ learning environment. We agree. 


Although this paper has said faculty members should- 
n’t use students as a clutch for their cause, we do believe 
that they deserve to be paid well. 

The fact that junior faculty members are not receiving 
the raises they deserve is not news. Communications 
Professor David Zuckerman pointed out in a Letter to the 
Editor that he only makes $1,645 more than he did when 
he started teaching at Sac State in September 2003. 

Zuckerman, who has a doctorate and supports his wife 
and two-year-old child, deserves a bigger pay raise than 
that. And he’s not the only junior faculty member who 
faces these financial problems. 

In an interview with editors from The State Hornet, 
Canton said faculty members are only asking for enough 
money to survive. They are asking for respect in pay, he 
said, and we believe that respect needs to be granted. 

In addition to teaching four courses and reading more 
than 100 essays or tests in a two-week period, faculty 
members are required to do research in their subject area. 

The CSU needs to address the issue. We ask that the 
chancellor’s office stand by the faculty and take this issue 
on to the state. Legislature. 

And the professors who have the thought of striking in 
the front of their minds need to re-evaluate why they are in 
this profession. 

Are they here for the love of seeing young adults learn 
and develop into the next rulers of the world? Or do they 
not care about these students as long as they get a pay- 
check every two weeks? 

In the past few months, Sacramento County had to 
endure several strikes from unions. Tens of thousands of 
Sacramento-area residents had to endure full garbage cans 
for two weeks in October while the garbage collectors 
strike negotiated salary contracts and whether they should 
pay 20 percent of their medical benefits. 

Whether it is full trash cans or an empty classroom, 
strikes are ineffective and cause more trouble than they’re 
worth.

San Francisco Board of Education makes a major mistake 


e San Francisco Board of 
Education has decided to put its stu- 
pidity on display for the world to 

see. In a vote of 4-2, the board decided to 
eliminate all Junior Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps (JROTC) programs in San 
Francisco public schools, by phasing 
them out over a two-year period. 

The reason? According to the San 
Francisco Chronicle, the board claims the 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” rule is an “unjust, 
indefensible, unintelligent, state-sanc- 
tioned act of homophobia.” 

And the way the board decided to go 
about trying to change this rule was to 
punish over 1,600 high school students 
currently enrolled in the JROTC program, 
as well as future hopefuls. 

The program does not teach combat 
training, nor does it require enlistment in 
the military. It does, however, focus on 
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physical fitness, drill-practice and disci- 
pline. According to the Chronicle, the 


JROTC also performs community service . 


and studies the history of the military. 

Let’s face it -- the military isn’t exact- 
ly gay-friendly. But that’s not the fault of 
these high school students who are trying 
to find their place in the world. They’re 
being cheated of the opportunity to 
explore career options in the military, 
when the real issue has absolutely nothing 
to do with them. They don’t make the 
rules, they just follow them. 

“{The JROTC is] basically a branding 






program, or a recruiting program for the 
military,” board member Dan Kelly said 
to the Chronicle. 

Actually, the JROTC helps high 
school kids decide for themselves 
whether or not the military is a good fit for 
them. And whether or not they end up 
enlisting in the military, it provides an 
opportunity to attend college and enroll in 
the ROTC. 

The San Francisco Board of Education’s 
job is to help provide educational opportuni- 
ties for students, not take them away 
because they’re upset over a national issue. 

But hey, let’s punish the students. 
Maybe that'll get the attention of the 
Pentagon. 

And I’m sure this little form of protest 
will grab the attention of every military 
establishment in the country, and they’ ll 
think to themselves, “Well if the intelli- 
gent, rational, sane city of San Francisco 


thinks we should ban all JROTC pro- 
grams, it’s probably a great idea. And 
maybe we should have coming-out par- 
ties for all the gay men and women in the 
military so they can be ostracized and 
abused more than they already are.” 
That’s a great idea, San Fran. 

The military is historically a hyper- 
masculine, testosterone-induced group of 
people who see uniformity as strength and 
difference as weakness. Completely 
changing this ideal won’t be as easy as 
disbanding a high school program. And 
it’s completely out of line and unfair to the 
students involved. 

Sure, the board will introduce new 
programs to replace the JROTC, but it still 
leaves the problem of punishing cadets, 
and future cadets, dozens of who were 
present when the decision was made. 

While JROTC opponents clapped vig- 
orously when the decision was 


announced, the high school cadets cried. 

The program has been a part of the 
school district for 90 years. And now it’s 
being “phased out” because of a rule that 
prevents things like hazing and discrimi- 
nation against the gay community the 
school board claims to be fighting for. 

“We need to teach a curriculum of 
peace,” said former teacher Nancy 
Mancias to the Chronicle. 

Yes, let’s completely ignore a little 
subject called history. Let’s replace it with 
Peace, Love and “Hey Bob, nice dress.” 

War is a part of our past, our present 
and, sorry to tell you, our future. And the 
future of this country is in the hands of the 
students whom the board of education has 
decided to oppress.

Mooshagian said he won’t miss 
coaching under the constraints of a 
poorly-funded program that he feels 
lacks a solid financial commitment 
by the administration. 

“I had an operation budget of 
$289,000 all the years I was there,” 
Mooshagian said. “That is below 
standards for our conference. 

“They talk about having a Division 
I program, but they don’t want to 
spend the resources to get there. Not a 
thing has changed since I’ ve been here. 
That was proven by not changing the 
operating budget a dime.” 

“We don’t even have a secretary.

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The coaches have to answer the 
phones,” Mooshagian said. 

Wanless acknowledged that the 
program’s funding is lacking, but 
only to a point. 

“It’s no secret we have one of the 
lower budgets in the Big Sky confer- 
ence. It’s a challenge for all of our 
programs,” Wanless said. 

“Would we like to have more 
money? Absolutely. Are we woefully 
under-funded? No. What we have to 
do is do the best job you possibly can 
with the best you have,” Wanless said. 

Mooshagian said he feels he did 
just that, and wonders what it would 
have taken to keep the job. 

“We took a team that was at the 
bottom and put them in the middle. 
We played the toughest schedule in 
school history, not even close,” 
Mooshagian said. 

“My record is comparable with 
the past coaches. I can’t change my 
record. I wish it was better. But that’s 
the only thing they can use.” 

Wanless said that the team had 
improved under Mooshagian, but 
admitted that “sometimes a change is 
necessary just for change.” 

“Tt wasn’t one thing that was bad, 
it was a mutual feeling that there 
were a lot of good things that hap- 
pened and some bad as well,” 
Wanless said. 

Despite his opinion of the depart- 
ment’s commitment to the team, 
Mooshagian said he respects the ath- 
letic department and its director. 

“Tt was a great experience, one 
that I enjoyed and learned a great 
deal about. I have no regrets, and ’m 
thankful for the opportunity I was 
given,” Mooshagian said.

The Sacramento State football team says goodbye to coach 
Steve Mooshagian this week after his four-year tenure as head 
coach and after finishing this season with a 4-7 overall record, 4- 
4 in the Big Sky conference. 

Sac State director of athletics Terry Wanless met with the team 


son. The head coach had been a father figure to him, helping him 
adjust to not having his family living nearby, he added. 

Mooshagian had befriended many players on the team and it was 
the actions and advice of senior linebacker Tyson Butler that 
changed his mind to not turn in a letter of resignation like he had 
originally planned, Mooshagian said. 

Butler stopped by Mooshagian’s office on Nov. 27 before the 
team meeting and it was Butler who reminded Mooshagian that it

was he who told him to never quit and battle all the way to the end. 
Mooshagian told the team at a meeting on Monday that he feels that 
he is the still the right guy to run this football program. 

“Thave great respect for the players in here and regardless of (the 
university’s) decision to keep me here or not, this is my football team. 
These are my players, these are our players. This is our team re- 
gardless of who ends up running it,’ Mooshagian said. 

After hearing the decision made by Wanless, Butler said he does- 
n’t agree with it. Playing for Mooshagian his entire four years at

His game has no visible flaws, no glaring 
weakness to be exploited on either offense or 
defense. The energy, quick hands, long arms, 
knowledge of the game, anticipation of a 
pass, dogged decisiveness, the alley-oop toss, 
the alley-oop slam, post-up defense, quickness 
on the perimeter, the turn-around jumper, the 
fade away 20-footer, the deceptively-quick 
drive, the pressure free throws, the clutch 
threes, the big offensive rebound and the 
game-winning jumper over Kobe, over K.G., 
over LeBron, over anybody.

It has already been an adventure 
for the young and seemingly talent- 
ed Sacramento State men’s basketball 
team, and it is only seven games into 
the season.

27 lead at the half over the visiting 
Dons of San Francisco, only to be 
blitzed by a 23-0 second half run that 
drowned the Hornets to the tune of an 
89-64 loss. 

With all that has gone right, it was 
that early collapse that may eventu- 
ally save the team’s season. A locker 
room meeting after the game lasted 
nearly an hour, and perhaps lit a fire 
under the team. 

“T think that game was a posi- 
tive,” coach Jerome Jenkins said.

Since that game, the team has 
outscored its opponents by 70 points 
in four games.

“The game against Davis was 
pretty much the same as the last two 
years,” Jenkins said of the Hornets 
jumping out early to a double-digit 
lead. “But this time we didn’t let them 
come back.” Sac State won the game 
100-77 on Saturday.

USC clearly deserves the right to play 
in the National Championship game 
against Ohio State. USC has had a more 
difficult road to this point in the season 
than Michigan has. Just look at the num- 
ber of top 25 teams each team has played. 

Michigan played a total of two games 
against teams in the top 25, those being 





USC 


Ohio State and Notre Dame and went I-1. 
The rest of the season they played teams 
like Central Michigan, Northwestern and 
Ball State, and they almost lost to Ball State! 

USC, on the other hand, played four 
teams in the top 25 and beat Arkansas be- 
fore they were ranked. In those games, 
USC posted a record of 4-0 and 5-0 if you 


count No. 8 Arkansas. The strength of 
schedule has to go to USC. 

So if that wasn’t enough, two-thirds of 
the BCS standings is made up of the hu- 
man polls and in both polls, USC is ranked 
No. 2 and Michigan is ranked No. 3. 

For those who say that Michigan’s loss 
was to No. 1 Ohio State and USC’s loss 
was to Oregon State, I say a loss is a loss 
and both teams have one. It doesn’t mat- 
ter if you lose to the No. 1 team in college 
football or Ball State, which Michigan al- 
most managed to do. Bottom line, USC’s 
quality of opponents were far greater and 
you can only play who is in front of you so 
I don’t blame Michigan for playing a bunch 
of cupcakes this year.

That was the word most often 
used during the Rainbow Wahine 
Classic over the weekend when 
talking about who the women’s 
basketball team was going to play. 

“We have a great challenge and 
opportunity ahead of us in Hawaii,” 
coach Dan Muscatell said before 
leaving to the classic. 

Sacramento State opened up 
against the No. 2 team in America, 
the Tar Heels from North Carolina. 
That game saw North Carolina pre- 
vail 99-38. The Tar Heels did the 
majority of their damage on the 
inside, outscoring Sac State 44-10 
in the paint and outrebounding the 
Hornets 59-24. North Carolina also 
made 29 trips to the free-throw 
line, compared to just nine for Sac 
State. The Tar Heels shot 49.3 per- 
cent (35-of-71) from the floor, 
while the Hornets shot a season- 
low 23.6 percent (10-of-28). 

However, the Hornets’ 38 
points were the most a North Car- 
olina opponent has scored all sea- 
son and they even had a lead at 
11-10 at the 15:14 mark in the first 
half. That lead came after Becca 
Reams drained a three-pointer. 
Sophomore guard Kelly Hughes 
added to that lead with a steal at 


trol of the game for good. 

With a focus on not the oppo- 
nent but the quality of play, the 
Hornets looked to improve in their 
second game. 

“Tam really not concerned who 
we play. My focus is on how we 
play,” coach Muscatell said. 

And for the second straight day, 
Sacramento State matched up with

Chinyere 
Tbekwe was just one rebound short 
of a double-double with 17 points 
and nine rebounds, while Noelle 
Quinn managed to score 12 points 
while dishing out a game-high 11 
assists. 

Sac State was led by sopho- 
more forward Atty Boyers’ 23 
points on 9 of 14 shooting. The 
Hornets’ went into halftime with 
a chance, only trailing by eight, 
but UCLA’s 50 points in the paint 
and 21 points off second-chance 
opportunities helped the Bruins 


came out of reach. UCLA shot 57 
percent from the floor and also out- 
rebounded Sac State 53-30, while 
scoring 18 points off the Hornets’ 
16 turnovers. 

The Hornets fell 60-31 to Den- 
ver in the seventh-place game of 
the classic on Sunday, closing out 
the tournament ()-3. For the sec- 
ond straight game, Boyer led the 
team in scoring with 10 points, 
adding 5 rebounds. The Hornets 
shot just 20 percent from the floor 
compared to Denver’s 24-of-68 
(35.3 percent) performance. The 
Hornets were also outrébouinded 
56-33. The Pioneers scored 34 
points in the paint and 28 points 
off the Hornets’ 24 turnovers, while 
Sac State forced Denver to turn the 
ball over 17 times, but could not 
capitalize. 

Denver held the Hornets to 13 
first-half points, while the Pioneers 
scored 18 of their 31 points in the 
first 20 minutes off Sac State’s 15 
turnovers.

Sac State grad student displays his 
native culture through his work in film

As Paul Lee Cha chills outside the Associated 
Students, Inc. office, his smile is genuine as he talks 
about his upcoming projects, Hmong culture and 
school. Genuine -- that same word can be used to 
describe Cha in all aspects of life. In the short time I 
spent with him it is obvious why he is successful. 

It could be said that Cha is ahead of his time, with 
a vision for the future. 

Cha was born in 1982 in Portland, Ore. His family 
moved to Fresno when he was young, and while he 
was in middle school he moved to Sacramento. 

“T’ve got family all over the west coast,” Cha said. 
“Tt’s like, in Hmong culture, we have a cousin that’s a 
cousin to a cousin and we are all family.” 

Cha is a graduate student with a degree in biology. 
As a graduate student, he has created his own major, 
Hmong studies. “It involves a mix of anthropology, 
ethnic studies and sociology classes,” Cha said. “It 
was really hard to do because I had to have all the fac- 
ulty in different departments sign off for it.” 

Cha plans to get a job in the Peace Corps in China 
or Thailand. Eventually, he wants to work in a non- 
profit organization -- either in community develop- 
ment or education. 


His dream is to create a nonprofit Hmong cultural 
center. 

Cha recently made an 18-minute film about 
Hmong history and culture, called “Hmong Journey.” 
It is being shown in anthropology classes on campus, 
and was recently uploaded to YouTube. 

“My whole life I’ve been looking for something 
like this,” Cha said. “One day I just got up and did it.” 

“Tt started off as a hobby, but I started to under- 
stand the power of media,” Cha said. “You can take 
emotion, capture it on film, and share it with 
whomever you want. It’s an effective way to get your 
message across.” 

Cha’s film includes short video clips, audio and 
excerpts from cassettes his family had sent back and 
forth when they first came to America in 1980. 

“Going through those was really sad,” Cha said. “That 


" was the only way families could communicate during that 


time because a lot of families that weren’t over to the U.S. 
yet and were still in refugee camps in Thailand after flee- 
ing from the war in Laos. While our family was over here, 
it was the only way to communicate. So when people lis- 
tened to the tapes, they would cry.” 

“He’s a genius,” said Doa Vang, a business major 
and Hmong University Student Association historian. 
“The audio he used touched everybody. You hear peo- 
ple saying to take care of the family...and people cry- 
ing. Paul will help anybody, he’s a good guy.” 

Cha cites early influences from hearing elder peo- 
ple talk about the old country, before America.

Former Herky the Hornet tells all about his not-so-glamorous 
experience as Sac State’s mascot

to get them excited about the event they are attending. You make them feel one 

with the glory of the team they have come to see. Sound like a bit too much 
pressure? This was the task of senior Andy Rodriguez, Sacramento State’s former 
Herky the Hornet. 

And who, you may ask, is Herky the Hornet? He’s the giant hornet mascot seen 
dancing, greeting and entertaining fans at many of Sac State’s sports games and various 
other events. In December 1947, while still sharing a campus with Sacramento Junior 
College, Sac State chose the hornet as its mascot over the elk, “which was considered 
not aggressive enough,” according to the Sac State website. The hornet was given the 
name Herky, but there is still a great deal of mystery as to why. Many think it is simply 

‘short for Hercules. However, there are some who believe it was named for a former 
teacher at C.K. McClatchy High School by the name of Mr. Herkenrath, who played 
the mascot in his youth. , 

Rodriguez was a mascot at North Salinas High School and was first drawn to Herky 
when he attended a Sac State game his senior year, he said. In Fall 2003, his third 
semester at Sac State, Rodriguez learned that there was an opening for Herky and com- 
peted against 10 other students to fill the position. 

“T love being a mascot,” Rodriguez said. “It’s crazy to be something or someone 
else for a couple of hours and no one knows it’s you.” 

Besides his love of being the mascot, Rodriguez said a big draw for him was the 
fact that Herky was a scholarship position, paying partial tuition. 

“Tt was kind of like a job,” Rodriguez said. “That really pushed me to do it.” 

Rodriguez was chosen and played Herky for the next three years. As part of his role 
as mascot, he was in charge of providing his own music and developing his own dance 
routines. Although Rodriguez had no background in dance, he enjoyed creating new 
moves and said his extroverted personality was the basis of his performances. 

“Tm pretty outgoing,” Rodriguez said. “I don’t dance as crazy in real life. It is an 
extension of me, but it is a little over the top. I don’t think somebody who is shy would 
want to do this. You have to perform in front of thousands of people. You have to give 
yourself to the character and not care what people are thinking.” 

As much of the music played at sporting events is that of the classical marching 
band, the main goal of his performances was to bring in new music the younger audi- 
ence members would want to hear, Rodriguez said. 

“IT would watch music videos and put some moves together,” he said. 

During this time, he became deeply connected to the fans, athletes and spirit of 
sports events, Rodriguez said. 

“You get to interact with all the students and their crazy families and the athletes,”

This year, the organization fund- 
ed its own radio spots and members decorat- 
ed their cars to inform people of the deals 
available at the swap. The. event is spon- 
sored by outside vendors, and the Ski and 
Snowboard Club earns 10 percent of the 
money brought in. This year there was an 
estimated $50,000.00 earned, Louvau said. 

Fifteen thousand dollars went to leasing

This is a perk 
that is offered to members at about $10 a 
night and $20 for members’ guests.

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Helping the transition, one student at a time 


Student bloggers attempt 
to help incoming freshmen 
with their campus insight

With the help of the Internet, we can 
literally read someone’s thoughts and 
experiences on a daily basis. From web 
logs, also known as blogs, we can learn if 
a certain individual cut someone off on 
the freeway or whether or not he or she 
wore stretch pants for Thanksgiving. 

Google the word “blog” and you'll 
find that there are over 1 billion results. 
Hidden within the muddle of websites are 
10 blogs from Sacramento State’s student 
ambassadors. 

Launched along with the redesign of 
the school’s new website is Student 
Bloggers, a featured site that aims to give 
prospective students an insight into the 
lives of Sac State students. 

“T ve seen the Student Bloggers before 
and read a few,” freshman Karen Chan 
said. “Some students give good tips for 
the college lifestyle. So that’s really cool 
because I’m kind of new to it.” 

“The purpose of the blogs is to let peo- 
ple who are coming to the website get a 
good view of what type of students we 
have attending Sac State and to get a stu- 
dent perspective of what goes on on cam- 
pus,” said Kelly McCrae, communica- 
tions assistant for Outreach Admissions 
and Services. 

Student Bloggers aspires to reveal 
campus issues and provide student views 
of the university. It gives insight into a day 
in the life of a Sac State student, McCrae 


said. 

The 10 school ambassadors are the 
university’s first. They were hand-picked 
this fall semester from 20 applicants want- 
ing to reach out to new and potential Sac 
State students. 

In the past, there were people in the 
office who specifically worked in com- 
munications. Others worked only in tours 
or counseling. It just made more sense to 
combine job descriptions because they 
need to know the same things, McCrae 
said. 

Acceptance as an ambassador was 
determined on current student status, 
communication skills, attitude towards 
the campus and knowledge of admission 
requirements and students services. The 
students were also chosen from different 
departments to ensure that there is a vari- 
ety of majors among the ambassadors. 

Tasks of student ambassadors include 
conducting campus tours, replying to 
emails sent to their offices and congratu- 
lating Sac State applicants. They are also 
required to maintain a university blog. 
That is where Student Bloggers comes in. 
An entry once every two weeks is encour- 
aged to keep blogs current. “A lot of peo- 
ple think that maybe certain people signed 
up, but actually it’s part of their job,” 
McCrae said. 

McCrae is responsible for the site. “I 
make sure that before it goes out on the 
web I edit it and that the content is appro- 
priate to go on the Sac State website,” 
McCrae said. 

The Student Bloggers website is 
designed by a company called Hobsons. 
Other schools such as Stanford, Yale and 
Santa Clara University have university 
blogs similar to that of Sac State’s. 

Student Bloggers is as simple as a 


website can be with the homepage only 
displaying pictures of the ambassadors. 
“There’re no plans to change it.” McCrae 
said. “It’s going pretty well. We’re happy 
with the way students are using it.” 

Student ambassador and business 
major Tom Ko said it is great to share 
what he likes on-campus with other stu- 
dents. “It’s very useful for students 
because it provides a lot of resources — 
especially for prospective students,” Ko 
said. 

Through her blog, student ambassador 
and accounting major Charise Banks 
wants to give other students or future stu- 
dents an idea of what a normal student is 
like. Since blogs are rapidly growing 
more and more popular, Banks believes 
that the new generation might be more 
interested in it and that it will be a lot more 
helpful for them. 

Banks and Ko have been recognized 
on campus for their blogs. “Some people 
ask me about my blog,” Ko said. “But, 
like, when I walk on campus, nobody 
comes to me and says “Oh, you’re the guy 
that’s on the blog.’ I was expecting that.” 

Sac State ambassadors are a diverse 
group — not only in background, but in 
knowledge as well. “We have people that 
commute from Stockton, one that lives in 
the dorms, a couple of them are transfer 
students, a few of them are first-time 
freshmen,” McCrae said. “We have any- 
where from business majors to music 
majors doing it. So I think we got a pretty 
good variety of students — something we 
really wanted to see.” ;

The pressure at home could also be 
extreme, Rodriguez said, explaining that 
fans grew accustomed to his routines 
and expected a new show each time, 
promoting a higher level of demand at 
every event. During his first year as the 
mascot, Rodriguez had a stand-in who 
would give him breaks when needed. 
Fans were disappointed with the changes 
in her routine and continuously asked for 
the other Herky, Rodriguez said. 

“She ended up quitting because of 
it,” he said. 

Random glitches in performances 
also posed problems, but he was usually 
able to work his way out of them, 
Rodriguez said. 

“There was times when they would 
play (my) music, and the CD would be 
scratched,” Rodriguez said. “I would 
have to come up with an impromptu 
performance. It wasn’t too hard though, 
because it’s not like I had to coordinate 
a bunch of people.” 

In the summer of 2006, after three 
years of being Herky, Rodriguez retired. 

“T wanted to just enjoy a game nor- 
mally, and it’s really time-consuming,” 
Rodriguez said. “I had to do all the 
sports (games) and show up to random 
events. I just want to focus on school- 
work and finish up here.” 

Rodriguez said his last game was a 
particularly memorable one. 

“My family and friends came from 
all over,” he said. “It was really nice to 
see everybody that’s been through this 
whole process in the crowd.” 

So is there any future in the mascot 
field for the man who was Herky?

Rodriguez said. “It’s kind of like you’re 
on a team for a while and then you win 
or lose. It’s pretty emotional some- 
times.” 

As Herky, Rodriguez’s happiest 
memories come from his interactions 
with spectators, he said. During one 
game, he was up in the bleachers and 
tripped over his costume’s feet. He fell 
down the entire staircase, receiving 
minor injuries, but the fans thought it 
was another part of the routine; so he 
brushed it off and kept going. Providing 
entertainment and making people laugh 
was what being Herky was all about, 
Rodriguez said. 

The fact that Herky’s real identity 
| remains unknown to fans also led to 
some interesting experiences, he said. 

“T could do anything,” Rodriguez 
said. “If there was a couple I could go 
and hug (the girl) or sit in her lap, and it 
| wouldn’t matter, But people really want 
to know who you are. Someone offered 
me $45 to take off my head in a crowd, 
but I didn’t think it was worth it.” 

j However, being Herky wasn’t 
always fun, Rodriguez said. At away 
games he wasn’t usually provided a 
room to change in and would often have 
| to change in bathroom stalls, recruiting 
the help of strangers to put on his cos- 
tume’s head. During highly-competitive 
events, such as those at UC Davis, 
Rodriguez would often get kidnapping 
threats from athletes and fans of the 
opposing team and sometimes had to 
have a bodyguard, he said.
